At Least 160 Lost Lives
Revolt,

London, May 8—No officinl  figures
have vet been issued at Dublin on the
deaths of civillaps in the recent re
volt, hut 180 already have been Al
counted for. The list is still
plete because it s known that many ol
the dead have not been reglstered In
uny place open to publie inspection.

Fifty of the vietims were buried in
Glasnevin cemetery on Saturday and
41 others In Mount Jerome cemetery
Certificates of death from gunsh
wounds in 150 cases have been 1
sed. Owing to the shortage of labhor
the bodies In many instances WL
turled without cofling, Pathetic
seenes are witnessed hourly at the
varfous burying grounds. At Mount
Jerome burlals proceeded mder a
cross fire from the saldiers at Porlo-
bello barracks and the rebels on Rialto
bridee.
